She 
cannot control the opinions of the Northern people and 
extinguish their hatred of her institutions. The origin of 
our woes is beyond her reach. She has remonstrated and 
admonished over and over again, and bceD answered by 
intuiting taunts and menacing defiances. Her only 
recourse is to remain firm and united, and to await the 
i-vje with unblenching determination. When the North 
has changed its views in regard either to the social recti¬ 
tude or the constitutional relations of slavery, when it is 
prepared to acknowledge our equal lights in the common 
territories, to recognise the Fugitive Slave law asbinding 
upoo the conscience of all good citizens of the United 
States, and to yield assent to the doctrines of the Dred 
Scott decision, then, and not until then, may we look for 
the probable termination of existiog difficulties aud s 
happy issue out of all our calamities. 

We confess there is at present little encouragement to 
hope for such radical revolution in public sentiment. On 
the contrary, the breach i3 evidently widening every day. 
The question is farther than ever from a definite solution, 
and it therefore becomes the part of prudent aud rational 
forecast to be ever ready to meet the worst that may come.

Constitntion is seen to be not for Slavery but for Liberty, 
then will we wield it for the deliverance of tbe slave, even 
though it were true that it has hitherto been always 
wielded for his destruction. “ Nullum tempus occurrit 
regi.” But if the king should lose no right by the lapse 
of time, much more should not the slave, if, now, at the 
last, the Cohstitntion is dug up out of the big heap of 
pro-slavery falsehoods in which it has long lain buried, 1 
and is found to be fall of the principles of liberty, and 
utterly destitute of all countenance to slavery, then, now 
at the last, by all our high responsibilities to the slave 
and to Heaven, we will use the precious instrnme 1 
procure his freedom. 

Let me here say that freedom can bear any other oppo¬ 
sition better than this, which she encounters in the house 
of her friends. She can bear to be opposed by tbe cur¬ 
rent religion of the country, for the people are fast losing 
all respect for a conventional and spurious religion, which 
mixes itself up with slavery instead of sternly demanding 
its extinction. She can bear to be opposed by the 
Democratic party, which, Abab-like, has sold itself 
work evil, or by such Republicans as use freedom 
serve party. But tbe one thing that freedom cannot bear 
is to have anti-slavery men, anti-slavery leaders, the most 
distinguished and influential anti-slavery newspapers, at 
work to rob the poor and powerless slave of the Consti- 
tntion and give it to the proud and powerful slaveholder. 
Oh 1 if there is anything that belongs to the slave, it is 
this paper, which our fathers would not consent to stain 
with the word “slavery,” and which they were deter¬ 
mined should go down to posterity with a clean and fair 
face for liberty. 


THE WESTERN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY. 


Condensed from The Anti-Slavery Bugle 

The Fifteenth Annual Meeting of the Western Anti- 
Slavery Society convened at Alliance, Stark Co., O., on 
Saturday morning tbe 5th day of September, 1857, and 
was continued by adjournments till the following Monday 
afternoon. 

We have, in the pressure of other duties, only time to 
Bay that the meeting was one of great interest. The 
number present was large ; much larger than last year. 
There were good delegations from Western Pennsylvania 
aud from various parts of Ohio. Its sessions were per¬ 
vaded by an earnest anti-slavery purpose; the spirit of 
compromise seemed quite at a discount, except in the 
case of a few zealous politicians aud some unprincipled 
cavillers. The amount of funds contributed aud pledged 
was greater than last year, exhibiting an increased inte¬ 
rest in the spread of the good cause of freedom. Of the 
'more promiuent public advocates of our principles, our 
friends the Fosters, Pillsbury and Foss, acquitted them¬ 
selves with all their usual ability aud fidelity, while Mr. 
Remond, who has never before attended onr annual meet¬ 
ing, added greatly to its value by bis clear and forcible 
arguments and bis impressive appeals. These speakers 
were worthily seconded by Miss Remond and Mrs. Coleman, 
who were also for tbe first time with ns. Tbe meeting was 
eminently encouraging, and we expect it to be but the pre¬ 
cursor of much good resulting from tbe labours of the 
devoted Abolitionists who have already gone out from it 
to awaken tbe people to their duty to the millions of 
countrymen in chains. 

The meeting was called to order by the President, 
Marios R. Robinson, who expressed his pleasure at seeing 
again so mauy familiar faces at the gathering of t' ’ 
assoeiatiou, aud urged upon the friends of freedom 
fully identify themselves with the slave, the most op¬ 
pressed and therefore tbe most bated of men.

Tbe Committee appointed to audit the Treasurer’s ac¬ 
count, and settle, so far as practicable, with the employes 
of tbe Society, reported they had examioed the books of 
the Treasurer, and found his receipts, including tbe ba¬ 
lance in Treasury at last anniversary, amounted to 
$2,382 49 ; his payments to $2,379 06 ; leaving a balance 
of $3 43 in tbe Treasury. Debts due by tbe Sociely, 
$462 56. Due the Society from subscribers to the Bugle, 
$3,800. The Executive Committee, it is true, have 
caused the names of most of these delinquent patrons lo 
be erased from the subscription books, but over $1,400 of 
the amount is due from those to whom the paper is now 
regularly sent, and it is to be hoped that most of these 
will speedily prove by their actions that they regard the 
labourers who furnish them the Bugle as worthy of their 
hire, and no longer compel others to pay for the paper 
for which they subscribe and- receive. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1. Resolved, That the daring and determined aggres¬ 
sions of the Slave Power, increasing in frequency as well 
as atrocity, and yet rousing v uo spirit of stern resistance 
on the part of the North, bnt rather a more willing and 
craven submission to and complicity in the curse and 
crime of slavery, add new motives to ns as abolitionists, 
to continue with never-tiring nor abated earnestness our 
onset upon it, under tbe only war-cry worthy the conflict, 
No Union with Slaveholders. 

2. Resolved, That it is of the highest importance to 
guard against the mistake of supposing opposition to the 
extension of slavery, or to the Fugitive Slave law, or the 
Dred Scott Decision, or any other incident of the Slave 
Institution, as necessarily opposition to the system itself: 
inasmuch as we often see all this connected with real de¬ 
votion to Slavery where it is, and most idolatrous attach¬ 
ment to the Union, on which alone it must depend for its 
existence. 

* 3, That it is now fully time to regard all 


political action under the Union and Constitution 
seniially Pro-Slavery, however specious its professions 
the contrary—and especially would we regard the Repub¬ 
lican party, that makes its continual declarations of 
fidelity to Slavery where it is, as a peace offering to the 
slaveholders, for opposing it where it is not, whether in 
Kansas or elsewhere, as the worst foe to be encountered 
by the friends of freedom and humanity. 

4. Resolved, That in the declarations and doings of 
Senator Wilson of Massachusetts, Senator Hale of New 
Hampshire, aud Gov. Chase of Ohio, to say nothing of N. 
P. Banks and other most promineut leaders in the Repub¬ 
lican party, there is a recklessness of principle, aod a 
bendiug to the unhallowed behests of slavery and despot¬ 
ism, to reboke which, as it deserves, is utterly beyond the 
power of human language. 

5. Resolved, That the recent developments in the more 
popular and powerful denominations of the American 
Chnreh, have been such as fully to justify our former 


severest reprehension and condemnation of it—and 
demand a renewal of our testimony against it. Especially 
has the action of the Methodist Conferences North, and of 
t ie American Tract Society been such aB most clearly to 
demonstrate, that all their pretended hostility to slavery 
h IS been a bass an* hypocritical pretence only, to pre- 
s;rve the peace without promoting the purity offllhe.se 
org nizrtions ;^or hasten, ugi ia the , eaat / 03iible d ^ greCi

i. Let us then look for a moment at the parties 
controversy. These are the Rogersville Church, their late 
pastor, and a certain Col. Netherland. Of the Church 
we" know nothing more tbau that it is in good standing in 
Holston Presbytery; bnt have supposed from its being 
able to command tbe services of a man of the talents of 
Mr. Sawyer, that it embraced at least the usual amount 
of piety, intelligence and refinement to be found in the 
South, and that it was as free as any Church from op¬ 
pression and cruelty. With Us pastor we have had a 
personal acquaintance for many years, and all we have 
known of him has led ns to esteem and love him for his 
work’s sake. Against his private or public character we 
have never heard the least suspicion. He had filled pro¬ 
minent and responsible positions in his adopted State. 
He had been the pastor of an important Church, tbe 
editor of a religions paper, and Professor in a College. 
From all this we justly inferred that he was highly es¬ 
teemed and beloTed by the brethren with whom he had 
been associated for the past nine years. The offending

We agree with A. M. G. that the history thus narrated 
is “instructive.” It is so by clearly showing one of the 
methods in which “ the Chnreh ” mislead and corrupt 
the congregation ” associated with them. 

Here was a Church which held a pro-slavery position 
from, its commencement, and, but for external influences’ 
would have held it continuously to tbe present time. By 
a pro-slavery position, we mean ODe which does nothing 
for the deliverance of the slave, but, waiting for God to 
do that, in the meantime helps the slaveholder by acknow¬ 
ledging him to be a Christian. 

The congregation connected with that Church, if they 
were foolish enough to look to the Chnreh for guidance, 
to take it for granted that their course would be a 
Christian course, were thus misguided, and kept back 
from one of the most obvious duties of morality and reli¬ 
gion, not to say of justice and humanity. 

But, it appears that, through some influence external 
to the Church, the congregation was awakened to the 
duty of opposing slavery, and that, after a while, this 
feeling extended to a portion of the Church. Note, that 
the Chnreh received this influence less speedily and less 
thoroughly than tbe congregation, seeming to be rendered 
more tolerant of slavery by its piety. 

After a while, a majority of this Church decided that 
e sin of slaveholding ought no more to be baptized and 
received into their communion than any other gross and 
obvious siD, and that they would withdraw from those 
who bad corrupted the system of Orthodox Congrega¬ 
tionalism so far as to give it shelter there. Note, that 
this action was neither fanatical, violent, nor aggressive, 
bnt simply conservative, seeking to keep its own Church 
pure. 

Tbe Church, after this, declined, both in piety and 
prosperity, according to A. M. G. But note that his 
idea of piety allows fellowship with slavery, his idea of 
the prosperity of a Church is irrespective of its purity, 
aDd he assumes that opposition to slavery naturally leads 
to errors in theology and religion. Note also hiwadmis- 
sion that the aid which feeble Churches are accustomed 
to receive from the Home Missionary Society was acces¬ 
sible only on the condition of their fraternizing with 
this church while it remained | Id a ll these particulars, it appears that A. M. G.

PRO-SLAVERY PIETY. 


A correspondent of the New York Evangelist, who 
writes from South Duxbury, Vt.,and signs himself A. M 
G., narrates, respecting the Congregational Church ii 
that place, what The Evangelist calls “ a mournful but 
instructive story.” We will condense, from tbe letter, the 
substance of its statements, and then endeavour to squeeze 
out such drops of instruction as may be contained in it, 
for tbe benefit of the readers of The Standard.

Its early history is fall of deep interest. Planted it 
very early day by men of strong and ardent piety, it grew 
and flourished UDder the fostering care of an indulgent 
God, and held a prominent place, and exerted much influ¬ 
ence, both in the County and State Associations. 

WHEN AND HOW THE DANGEROUS SUBJECT OP SLAVERY 
CREPT 

At length, the subject of slavery began to be agitated 
among the Society, and soon created a very great commo¬ 
tion in the Church. 

ITS IMMEDIATE EFFECT ON THE CHURCH.' 

They believed that the Associations were sinfully lax 
and neglectful on that great subject Very soon they 
came to think it their duty to refuse to fellowship any per-1 
son who would fellowship a slaveholder, or apologize for 
slavery. And, as the Vermont Associations would 
mit slaveholders to come with them to the communion¬ 
table, this Church determined to withdraw from those 
bodies. 

A. M. G.’S VIEW OF THE MOTIVE AND THE KE8ULT. 

The object which they had in view was indeed a great 
and noble one, i. e., to free themselves from every appear¬ 
ance of complicity with slavery. But tbe course which 
they adopted defeated the end, and greatly hazarded the 
interests of the Chnreh. 

CONSEQUENCES OF SEPARATION FROM PRO-SLAVERY 
ASSOCIATIONS AND CHURCHES. 

They remained thu3 disconnected with all religious' 
bodies for more than twelve years, and during that 
they passed through many experiences of the most severe 
and trying nature. They were unable to support their 
pastor without help from the Home Missionary Society, 
and they had placed themselves where that could not be 
given them. The pastor was obliged to leave, or suffer 
for the necessaries of life. Vital piety soon went down to 
a very low ebb. No persons united with the Church, 
while removals and death diminished their number very 
greatly. The regular meetings of the Sabbath 
without preaching—prayer-meetings were neglected—the 
subject of religion was a stranger and was seldom intro¬ 
duced, while slavery was the all-absorbing theme at dawn, 
Doon and eve, at home and abroad, as constant as possible 
for eating and sleeping. During more than niDe years the 
communion-table was not spread by this Church a single 
time. The work of decay was approaching the heart. 
Slavery seemed to have taken the place of God 
mind of the professor as well as the non-professor. And 
the members of the Church seemed verily to believe they 
had discharged every duty to God and men by isolating 
themselves from every religions influence. 

ULTIMATE RESULTS OF SEPARATION FROM PRO-SLAVERY 
ASSOCIATIONS AND CHURCHES. 

Then, as is usually the case at snch fitting seasons 
various errors that always conceal themselves beneath the 
folds of religion, began to appear more boldly abroad, and 
soon the Society became very greatly disturbed by the I 
strange eaperings of the various hobbies which had taken 
the place of a firm and systematic religioas principle. 

H. G.’S VIEW OF THE CHARACTER OF THEIR ANTI-SLAVERY. 

And yet, with all their boasted abhorrence of slavery, 
they held scarcely no anti-slavery meetings; they passed 

resolntions condemning it; they gave no money to help 
_B cause of freedom; they devised no plans, nor did any 
single tbiDg against slavery that was at all felt beyond the 
quiet hills that looked mournfully down upon their 
neglected Church edifice. 

M. G.’S ACCOUNT CF WHAT THE LORD DID, AND WHAT 

SORT OF MESSENGER HE CHOOSES, AND WHAT EFFECT 
HIS MESSAGE HAD UPON THE CHURCH. 

The Lord moved upon the hearts of,the Domestic 
Missionary Society of Vermont, and they determined (a I 
year ago) to make one more effort to rouse this Chnreh 
to life. The effort was made, and the voice of the Lord 
heard, sweet, soft and winning, and they heeded it. 
They removed the veil from before their faces, and saw 
that, while their thoughts had been all absorbed by their I

reverses’ tbe truth 
cerned ; on the same principles, he would necessarily infer 
that the early Christians, who dwelt in dens and caves of 
the earth, and suffered moebings and scourgings; bonds 
and imprisonment, were less favoured of God than the 
pagans who held a united and prosperous worship in the 
temples of Venus and Bacchus. 

Note next the self-contradictory, and thus untrust¬ 
worthy, statements of A. M. G., first that “ slavery was 
the all-absorbing theme with them at dawn, noon and 
eve,” and next that “ they held scarcely no aDti-slavery 
meetings, passed no resolutions, devised no plans.” We 
must have a more accurate account of the history of this 
Church before we can judge of the merits of the case. 

But, taking A. M. G.’s statement, the only one at j 
sent within onr reach, it appears that the Chnreh finally 
apostatized from anti-slavery, and accepted the overtures 
of the pro-slavery Associations, and then seduced the con¬ 
gregation to acquiesce in this arrangement, adding yet 
another to tbe numerous instances of a deteriorating in¬ 
fluence exerted by the Church upon the people. 

If aDy one has not yet seen tbe reality and the extent 
of this deteriorating influence, let him look at the manner 
in which A. M. G. identifies “ the cause of the Bedeemer ” 
with the cause of the slaveholders. To guard, protect 
and build up the former, according to him, implies 
alliance with the latter, and these are positive and active 
duties, requiring choice, will, effort, thought to devise and 
labonr to execute. But when the removal of slavery 
in question, we have “ ifs and bats,” limitations and quali¬ 
fications. Their duty here is passiveness, not activity. If 
the Lord sees fit to compel them to work against slavery, 
they are willing to work just as long as the compulsion 
lasts, and moreover to “giee Him the glory"! In the 
name of Heaven, to whom else shonld they give it? 
When the removal of heathenism from foreign lands 
question, they take for granted both the will of God and 
their own duty actively to cooperate with it as moral 
agents, endowed with beads, hearts and hands for that 
purpose. They form societies, hold meetings, raise funds, 
publish reports, send out agents, circulate tracts, make 
periodical appeals to the Churches and the people, send 
out missionaries and establish schools, assnming that their 
duty is to exercise the functions of men. But as soon 
the removal of slavery from onr own land is spoken of, 
although slavery perpetuates both heathenism and bar¬ 
barism among us, all this is changed. Activity, energy, 
intelligence, hearts to feel, heads to plan, aDd hands to 
work, are no longer required, and A. M. G.’s model 
Church sits down, shots its eyes, folds its hands, and 
piously says—O Lord, if it is Thy will to use 
hammer or a flail to break down slavery, here 
perfectly passive in Thy hands; take us up and work 
away, if that seemeth good in Thy sight;. we are per¬

Statement? Why did the printer, thns frightened, go 
after Mr. Sawyer to compel him to destroy the few copies 
of which he had fortunately obtained possession? This 
conduct on the part of Col. Netherland certainly does not 
indicate indifference as to the effect of the Btory “in 
community where he and other parties concerned v 
well known.” No, Dr. Converse, this pretence is 
transparently absurd to deceive anybody. It is not cre¬ 
dible that Mr. Sawyer, in the face of such a public opinion 
as exists in Tennessee, should have “ manufactured ” his 
tale and then braved the vengeance of the mob by pub¬ 
lishing it where its falsehood was sure to he detected. 
There is nothing in his previous character, or in the cir¬ 
cumstances by which he was surrounded, that could sup¬ 
ply a motive for such an act. 

Mr. Sawyer’s narrative, though pronounced in general 
terms, “ false and slanderous,” is after all contradicted 
above in only one particular, viz.: as to the number of 
stripes inflicted upon the fugitive Abe. Mr. Sawyer says 
that some of the citizens and students “counted the 
blows,” making the number more than 330; Dr. Converse, 
on the authority of his slaveholding friends, says “ the 
entire whipping was less than 39 stripes.” Mr. Sawyer 
says that some of the students and citizens, after the flog¬ 
ging was over, “ went up and looked at the body and the 
bloody strap with which he had been beaten ; others, sick 
at heart, turned away frem the revolting scene and went 
to their homes.” Dr. Converse says that Mr. Sawyer 
“had shed more blood in punishing white hoys 
school than was drawn from this negro.” These state¬ 
ments are flatly contradictory of each other ; which of 
them is most likely to be true ? It is not denied that the 
slave was led in chains by tbe minister’s honse to an open 
field in the rear of the church, stripped naked, blindfolded, 
pinned to the earth, each hand and each foot tied 
sapling. Is it credible that all these inhuman arrange¬ 
ments should have been made merely for giving the slave 
39 stripes ? No—the circumstances afford strong confirma¬ 
tion of Mr. Sawyer’s statement. 

The other servant (Anthony) was, says Dr. Corn 
the abettor or confederate of the fugitive in “ cri 
The crime of running away, we presume, is chiefly meant. 
This slave, it will be remembered, belonged to Col. 
Netherland, was old and gray-headed, and had helped to 
nurse him in childhood. The statements of Mr. Sawyer 
as to tbe whipping of this man are not contradicted. It 
is not denied that he was consigned by Col. Netherland 
to a negro-trader, taken in irons to a stable-loft in 
neighbouring County, stripped naked, stretched on 
plank (his arms tied underneath, his head strapped to 
brace and his feet to a post), so that he could not movi 
and there, on Sunday, flogged with a carpenter’s handsaw, 
which cut and lacerated him dreadfully—flogged “ till 
the neighbours closed their windows and dropped their 
curtains to keep from hearing the blows and the negro’; 
cries for mercy—whipped till the women of the place 
cried out against it ” and the owner of the stable declared 
that he would not suffer it longer. It is not denied that 
he was then taken to another place and flogged again 
“ over the raw flesh,” and that he was bo badly cut np as 
to be able to crawl back to Col. Netherlands plantation 
only after the lapse of a week. So much beiDg uncontra- 
dicted, we think Dr. Converse would have promoted the 
interest of his client more by silence than he can hope to 
do by this miserable attempt at explanation and defence.

The time, however, 
was too short to get up a meeting in the face of tbe op 
position or apathy, and so we passed on, determiniug to 
give them a call again. West Randolph shall yet heu 
the true anti-slavery gospel. 

At Barrewe had two good meetings. Tbe way bad 
been opened by a kind friend, Rev. Mr. McAnn, of ibe 
Methodist Church. Au Irishman by birth, and, a warm¬ 
hearted Christian man as he is, he manifested no prejudice 
against us because agents of the American Society, but 
was very active in getting np large meetings; and hi? 
hospitality I wish here to acknowledge and record. We 
spoke in the afternooon and night to good houses.
